SHOT DEAD BY AN OFFICER. 


George Footer, a Notorious Crook, Killed 


at Cleveland, O. 


CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 20.—George Foster, 


the most notorious burglar, highwayman 
and bank thief in Ohio, and for many years 
the leader of the Foster gang, whose opera- 
tions extended over Ohio, Indiana, Michi- 
igan a«d Pennsylvania, was shot dead last 
night by Officer George E. Corner, of the 
Cleveland police force. Foster had always 
been regarded as a dangerous man and his 
partners in crime were of the- same stump. 
He had been arrested many times, but al- 
ways managed 
to escape punishment. 


Two years ago his lieutenant, Tom Row- 
land", was shot dead at Shelby, and he him- 
self was arrested for assault with intent 
to rob and sent to the Ohio Penitentiary 
[or eight years. On the 25th of October, 
1885, he made a daring CM.ape from tlic 
penitentiary, and had since been at lan^1. 
Last night the police found Foster in a 
room over an Ontario street saloon. Fes- 
ter attempted to escape, and, on being 
seized, threatened to kill Corner, whereupon 
the officer shot him through the head.
